The tide is coming in. Tlio wash of tho 
waves ia|hoard from tho Cowichiiii shurc. 
They boar on their creat VICTOR V, ua it 
Iributo to tho covornment of progreflsivt.. 
idoaH and princiiilos. The return of Vre- 
niior Sinitho and Mr. Croft ia an augury 
of what awaita tho oouiitry ia the forth- 
coming struggle. Tho government »:!! 
be austaincd by a majority that will carry 
Bvorything before it. There la no 
longer any doubt as to the retuU. Scarce- 
ly an opposition member will be returned 
in any constituency. Victoria city and 
district, Biquimalt, Nanaimo and Coinos; 
New Westminster city and diatrict, Vulo, 
Kootonay, Lillooet, Caiibjo, ami baiily 
represfutoil CasHiar, uru linlid for tho gov- 
tiruraimt. Tim oppoHitioii , in point of fiu't, 
have collapsed, and their lueu luay m well 
rutiro from the oontost as wait for the tre- 
mendous thrashing that ia iu store for them 
on the 7lh of July. The tide will roll on. 
Beaven & Co., like Mrs. Partiuglua, nmy 
eHBuy to coucuiir the .wavea with i\ broom; 
or likti King Ciuniti., may onlor thti watorH 
to recede. But they will sweep ou iu spite 
of their puny efforts and OTerwhoIm them. 

THE aorSRNMENT CITY CANDI 
DATES. 

The nuioting at tlio 'I'hoatro Couii(iue on 
Monday niijht showed plainly the favor in 
which the policy of tho pn'soi.t govorn 
luent is held. Upon incautious minds 
continued abuse of a person or subject ia 
like the constant dripping of water- almoat 
certain to produce some effect; but, in spite 
of the constant application by his polilioal 
snoniioa of tho epithets of "tloppor," 
"turncuut" and other titles as unpleasant 
HB they are undeserved, Mr. Uuok showed 
that he still held the good 'ipmions of his 
conatituonta. He pointed out to them 
that they had elected him as a atrictly in- 
•lependent member; as a man who would 
adopt tlu) course that ho deemed to be 
best in the interests of those he repre- 
sented; and how, seeing that tho progrea 
aive spirit of the present government was 
one that was imparting' a healthful impe- 
tus 10 the country, he had acted in ac- 
cordance with his firm convictions and 
concluded to support them. The hearty 
cheers that greeted him at the conclusion 
of hia speech wore an earnest of the sup- 
port that will continue U) be liis. Mr. 
Theo. Davie, who f<jllowed, niLido a bold 
exposition of the acts of the govurunient 
during their term, and held up to auccess- 
ful ridicule the potty subterfuges adopted 
by the opposition in their ineffectual at- 
toniptis to .score points against the govern- 
inent. The logic of hia arguinoiit with a 
suiliuient sprinkling of appropriate anec 
dotes and illustrations held the great bulk 
of his hearers in close attention during 
what was of necessity a somewhat pro- 
longed speech. Sound doctrines 
clearly expounded never appeal to 
reajon iu vain; the public know well 
that men of good hard sense and firm and 
careful judgment are those calculated to 
beat represent them in the legislature. 
Mr. T. Davie is one of these; and, unlike 
a member for a northern district, can not 
only make up his luind, but stick to it; 
having tho courage of his convictions and 
incapability of being bullied into sub 
mission contrary to his opinion. Mr. J. 
JI. Turner, who though an old resident, ia 
new at politics, and expressed .himself to 
that effect, nevertheleas made the public 
exactly feel that ho was a man of decided 
political opinions; but held himself, as 
every conscientious man should, at perfect 
liberty to support or oppose every meas- 
ure that arose upon what he niiglit deem 
its merits or dements without considering 
from which side or from whom they might 
emanate. And this, after all, is the great 
desideratum of an honeat legis- 
lator, Mid should bo that of those 
who elect hira. Mr. E. (J. I'n. r 
made a rather novel but acceptable dupar 
turs ff-'m the usual platform address. 
Having — and ho was glad to bo able to 
say it--no political record, ho substituted 
for the edification of th(;se who wore un- 
acquainted with it a short biography. It 
is very difficult to apeak of one's self with- 
out appearing to indulge in egotism; hut 
M-. I'rior's demeanor and delivery pre- 
vontod such a suspicion even arising 
While shortly detailing his career it was 
apparent that ho was doing so more with 
a view of accounting forhiniaolf as it wore 
than exhibiting his personal (Hialities. Ho 
announced himaelf .is favorable to tin- 
present government aii'.l gave his reaaoim 
thorofor, coiiclr.diiu; a speech that it ia 
not fulsome to speak of an ctorling, uhar- 
ao*.eristic, and rendornd not the lusa ac - 
ceptable by a dry vein of humor.

Furthermore, tho Orleanists an 
aUied by family ties to the imperial house 
of Austria, an-J tho latter is, therefore, not 
in sympathy with tli" governnuiit 
of the republic. The invitation of the 
latter to participate m the great ceuteniual 
exhibition of 18S9 was recuiUly declined hy 
tho authorities at Vionuu.

They at once 
purchased entire districts of the aj)- 
pareutly worthless tields, sunk oil wells 
and nov control more petroleum than 
any other concern in the world. Their 
wealth ia really beyond calculation, 
though a corre.Hpondent thinks that 
£80,000,000 is not an exlravagant 
estimate. 

It ia to tho Rothschilds, however, 
that belongs the honor of being richest 
among n.en. Their united properties — 
and their properties must be consider- 
ed as united from rather peculiar fam- 
ily and business relations — jiass even 
beyond the millions. In the last \'2 
yonrs they have loaned to certain I'^uro- 
pi:«ii Governments neiirly .090,000,-

Th'ue ,'iru tn-vi-ral noi)iem(!n in I'-iig- 
land who have iuimeuse wealth at their 
command. The Dukes of Buccleucii, 
Devonshire and Norfolk and the jkinr 
quia of Bute have each of them rent 
rolls of £400,000 per annum. Tiie 
Duke of Portland, who dieil recently, 
left unentailed jiroperty of over £2,- 
000,000, The greater part of hiHimUrf> 
was coiistruel ed under ground. His 
banquet hall, ball-room, riding-school 
and a number of superb guest-rooms 
are veritable tunnels, decorated in a 
fashion so splendid as to seem, when 
described, like a story of the iM agi, 

.Richer even than any of these mil 
lionaires ia the Duke of Westunnster, 
who undoubtedly has tho largest in- 
come of any individual in the world. 
His fortune lies largely in the diam- 
etrically opposite regions of London 
known as the West End and Seven 
Dials, He ownes acres upon acres of 
tho moat aristocratic domain in London, 
anil ids tenements cover miles in the 
wojot slums in the world. His income 
quite pasjoa the limit of the credible, 
and is said by some to amount to £\0 
a minute. — London Timea.
